THE HORSE IN BAttLt. 


ETCH Wheu Mortally Woanded Be 


Will Try. 10 Rcmaim Standing. 
A veteran, cavalry horse partakes of 


the hopes and fears of battle jnet ths 
came as his rider. A« the column awinga 
into line and waits the horee grows 
nervoua over the waiting. If the wait 
is spnn out, he will tremble and sweat 
and grow apprehensive. If he has been 
•ix months in oervlce, he knows every 
bugle call. As tbe call comes to ad- 
vance, the rider can feel him working 
at the bit with his tongae to get it be- 
tween his teeth. As he moves oat, fi« 
will either seek to get on faster than 
he should or bolt. He cannot bolt, how- 
ever. The lines will carry him forward, 
and after a minnte he will grip, lay 
back his ears, and one can feel his sud- 
den resolve to brave the worst and have 
done with it as soon as possible. 


A man seldom cries ont when hit in 


the tnrmoil of battle. It is tbe same 
with a horae. Five troopers ont of six, 
when struck with a bullet, are ont of 
their saddles within a minnte. If hit 
in the breast or shoulder, np go their 
hands, and they get a heavy fall; if in 
the leg or foot or arm, they fall forward 
and roll off. 


Even with a foot cut off by a jagged 


piece of shell a horse will not drop. 
It 


is only when shot through the head or 
heart that he comes down. He may be 
fatally wounded, bat hobbles oat of the 
fight to right or left and stands, with 
drooping head, until the loss of blood 
brings him down. 


The horse that loses his rider and ia 


unwounded himself Will continue to 
run with his set of fours until some 
movement throws him oat. 
Then he 


goes galloping here and there, neighing 
with fear and alarm, bat he will not 
leave the field. In his racing about ha 
may get among the dead and wounded, 
but he will dodge them, if possible, and 
in any case leap over them. When he 
has come.npon three or four other rider 
less steeds, they fall in and keep togeth 
er as if for mutual protection, and tbe 
"rally" of the bugle may bring the 
whole of them into ranks in a body.—

A Number of Excellent Copper Fros- 


pecti Near this City. 


In company with Captain 
Mills, 


Prof. Oaffrey and G. W. Steiner, a 
JOURNAL reporter paid a visit to Pea- 
vine district the other day. 


A number of mines were inspected, 


including The Great Western, Harry 
R., Grace, Oxbow, Gray Eagle and 
Lone Dutchman. 
These 
properties 


are contiguous and are all owned by 
Captain Mills, with the exception of 
the Gray Eagle, in which he also holds 
stock. 


Theee mines form the Great Western 


Copper group. Granite Hill, on which 
they are situated contains a number 
of ledges, all carrying values. 


Great Western— The ledge is 25 feet 


wide. It has been tapped 25 feet 
across and 30 .feet on the ledge. As- 
says of from $13 to $90 have been ob- 
tained. There is 26 per cent of copper 
in the rock, besides gold and silver. 


Harry R.— This property has been 


opened in several places, showing 50 
feet ot ledge matter. The ore is free. 
It carries as high as $42 in gold, silver 
and copper. 


Grace— No assays have been made. 


The ledge is composed of clear white 
quartz.
